CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Actress Jane Fonda was 
charged Tuesday with assault 
and pill smuggling after she al- 
legedly kicked a policeman and 
a US. customs agent at Hopkins 
International Airport here. 

The 32-y ear-old actress spent 
10 hours in Cuyahoga County 
Jail on the federal charges of 
pill smuggling and assaulting a 
customs agent before being re- 
leased on $5,000 personal bond. 
She then was booked on the lo- 
cal charge of assaulting a po- 
liceman, but released on $500 
surety bond for a hearing 
next Tuesday, 

She canceled a Tuesday 
speaking engagement at Bowl- 
ing Green State University in 
northwestern Ohio. 

Miss Fonda’s attorneys said 
she forgot to declare the drugs 
she was bringing into the coun- 
try from Canada. The govern- 
ment identified the drugs as 
dexedrine, valium and compa- 
zine. Dexedrine is a common in- 


gredient of diet pills and valium 
I and compazine are tranquili- 
; zers. 

Asst. US. Atty. Edward Mol- 
nar said agents also found 105 
vials containing some 2,000 pills 
in Miss Fonda’s luggage and 
that the pills were being ana- 
lyzed to determine their con- 
tents. Federal officials and Miss 
Fonda’s attorneys said the pill 
charge lodged against her Tues- 
day was based on pills found in 
a handbag she was carrying. 

Attorney Mark Lane said Miss 
Fonda was on a list of persons 
marked for scrutiny by customs 
officials and charged thai she 
was “pushed around’’ after her ' 
arrival here. 

Miss Fonda has been an out^ 
spoken critic of the Vietnam 
war and has been active in be- 
half of the Black Panthers, 
American Indian claims and GI 
rights. 

Mss Fonda, wife of French 
film director Roger Vadim, 
gave a French address and 


^ when US, Commissioner Clif- 
ford E. Bruce asked if she had a 
US. address, she replied, “No, I 
don’t— fortunately.’’ 

After being released on bond 
by Bruce, Mss Fonda was es- 
corted by police- including the 
patrolman she allegedly kicked, 
Ptl. Robert Piper— to Central 
police station and arraigned on 
the local assault charge. 

PoUce said the airport strug- 
gle developed when customs 
agents asked to search an over- 
night bag Mss Fonda brought . 
with her on a flight from Toron- 
to. 

_ Miss Fonda was told she 
would have to submit to a 
search by a matron after plastic 
vials containing pills were found ■ 
in the bag, police said. 

Piper said Miss Fonda kicked 
a customs agent, and when he 
Went to the agent’s aid he, too, 
was kicked.
